Shall place SecrioN 1. Every person removing ice, or causing
fences aronnd it t5 be removed from any stream, pond or lake, who

shall neglect to place around the margin of the opening
made by such removal, such fences of brush or boards
or other material as may be sufficient to warn passen-
gers of the existence and boundaries of such opening,
are hereby declared guilty of a misdemeanor, and shaﬁ,
on conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of not less
than twenty nor more than one hundred dollars, or by
imprisonment in the county jail for not less than thirty
days nor more than six months
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Secrion 2. This act ehall be in force from and after
its Xublication.
